Medical College of Alabama 


To Get Research 


A research scientist 
whose time will be spent 
primarily in the search for 
clues pertaining to Ameri- 
ca’s greatest killer, heart 
disease, will soon be added 


Scientist 


to the Medical College of 
Alabama faculty with the 
aid of Heart Fund dollars, 

The Alabama Heart As- 
sociation has announced 
plans to support a Chair 


in Cardiovascular Re- 
search at the Medical Col- 
lege here, 

The Heart Fund organi- 
zation said it planned toal~ 
locate $20,000 to the pro- 
ject for the next fiscal 
year, which begins july 1. 
The money will come from 
the annual fund campaign, 
now in progress, 

Doctor Joseph F, Vol- 
ker, University of Alabama 
vice president for health 
affairs, said the plan would 
provide for an important 
addition to the Medical Col- 
lege’s research and teach- 
ing program. He said that 
the search isalreadyunder 
way for the man to fill the 
new post, 

Doctor E, Fred Camp- 
bell, of Montgomery, 
president of the Alabama 
Heart Association, said 
that it was anticipated the 
allocation would be renew- 
ed yearly. He said that the 
Heart Fund organization 
planned to put this project 
at the top of its annual ap- 
propriations to support 
medical research in the 
cardiovascular field. 

The Chair will be known 
as the Alabama Heart As- 
sociation Chair in Cardio- 
vascular Research, 

Doctor Campbell said 
that under an agreement 
worked out by the Alabama 
Heart Association and the 
Medical College of Ala- 
bama, the college would 
also allocate approxi- 
mately $5,000 yearly to 
support the Chair. The 
Medical College would then 
have access to as much 
as 25 percent of the Chair- 
holder’s time for teaching 
and other duties. A mini- 
mum of 75 percent of his 
time must be devoted to re- 
search in the cardio- 
vascular field, under terms 

of the agreement. 

It was also agreed that 
the Medical College should 
have a free hand in select- 
ing the individual to fill 
the Chair and determining 
his initial faculty rank and 
terms of employment. It 
was agreed, however, that 
the person selected should 
be of full professorship or 
potentially of full pro-

Unless you can see the cus- 
tomer’s point of view and turn 
it to your advantage, you are 
not a salesman.

TETANUS 


Tetanus kills from 50to 
80 percent of people who 
contract the disease. There 
is slight excuse for such 
deaths. Immunization tote- 
tanus is easy, inexpensive, 
effective, and free of re- 
actions, All persons in good 
or even fair health should 
be immunized against te- 
tanus. 

Protection through im- 
munization lasts three to 
five years at least, and in 
some individuals it lasts a 
lifetime. The immunity to 
tetanus is maintained at a 
high level with booster 
shots of tetanus toxoid at 
intervals of no more than 
five years. Shots are also 
given at the time of each 


injury where the danger of j 


tetanus exists. 

Tetanus is popularly 
known as lockjaw because 
it causes painful con- 
tractions of the jaw and 
neck, and later of the rest 
of the body. Organisms 
which have their habitat in 
the intestinal tract of ani- 
mals, usually horses, and 
which exist and survive in 
soil are the cause of te- 
tanus. These organisms 
prefer an airless medium, 
as in a close wound, where 
they produce harmful 
poisons which travel along 
nerves to the brain, 

Man may become in- 
fected by the introduction 
of contaminated soil into 
cuts, puncture wounds, and 


abrasions, Immunization isi } 


desirable early in life and 
is commonly employed in 
the combined diphtheria- 
whooping coungh - tetanus 
toxoids. 

The disease known as 
tetanus has been recog- 
nized since antiquity, es- 
pecially as a sequel to 
wounds sustained in com- 
bat. Tetanus immunization 
is routine in the armed 
services, Since allpersons 
are subject to injury, all 
should be actively im- 


munized to tetanus.

FREEZER STOPPED? 

Often times, homemak- 
ers will call me saying that 
the freezer has stopped and 
the food has begun to thaw. 
In most cases, thawed foods 
can be refrozen with no 
noticeable effect on their 
taste or quality provided of 
course that they are not 
beginning to spoil, 

When deciding whether 
or not to refreeze thawed 
meat or poultry, be sureto 
examine each package 
carefully. If the food still 
contains someicecrystals, 
it may be safely refrozen; 
but if odor is questionable, 


get rid of the food. 
Packages of meat should 
be placed upside down in 
the zero compartment of 
the freezer so that the 
juices can be reabsorbed. 
I’d like to remind you that 
you will want to mark pack- 
ages that are refrozen and 


use them as _ soon as 
possible. 
SELECTING ROSE 
BUSHES 

We were talking the 
other day to Mr. Harold 
Thornhill, horticulturist 


from Auburn, concerning 
rose bushes. He said that 


you need to spend a few ex- 
tra minutes selecting good, 
healthy rose bushes. For 
example, plants with shri- 
veled canes or those with 
very dry roots may have 
dehydrated beyond recoy- 
ery. However, rose bushes 
with vigorous bud growth 
should be avoided, too. A 
frost or freeze will kill 
these tender buds and stunt 
the plant. 


CLEANING STEAM 
IRONS 

I have given informa- 
tion before about cleaning 
steam irons with distilled 
vinegar. But now I have 
directions which will give 
better results. Dissolve 
one tablespoon of water 
softner in a cup of distilled 
water. Fill the iron with 
this solution and let it 
steam for five or ten minu- 
tes, shaking it constantly 
during this time. 


Empty this water and 
fill the iron with a mixture 
of two tablespoons distilled 
vinegar to one cup distilled 
water, Let the iron steam 
five to ten minutes, again 


shaking constantly. Pour 
off this water and rinse the 
iron with distilled water.

Andif 
this didn’t completely clean 
the iron, repeat the steps.

The State Statistician is 
now busy getting cards re- 
ady for mailing, These ca- 
rds have an explanation 
of the survey on one side, 
and on the other side a 
list of 20 crops usually 
planted here in Alabama. 

The crop reporter sho- 
uld fill in the two blank 
boxes for the total land in 
farm and each crop listed 
that is grown on his farm: 
one for the acreage of the 
crops he expects to grow 
this year, the other for the 
acres grown last year. Af- 
ter filling in the cards, 
reporters should return 
them promptly to the State 
Statistician in the pre-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope 
they receive with the sur- 
vey card. 

Each farmer’s report 
is kept strictly confiden- 
tial, says State Statistic- 
ian George B, Strong. It 
is combined with the re- 
ports of other farmers. 
Totals for each crop are
